The President, in issuing the Executive Order (November 25, 1957 stablishing the 
committee, stated that it would advise and assist him in the administration of the recip- 
rocal-trade program ; 

The President also pointed out that “the reciprocal-trade program is now one ef our 
most important programs in the field of foreign economic policy and should, therefore, 
be under constant consideration by a Cabinet-level Committee with increased responsi- 
bility in the Secretary of Commerce, who is responsible for the development of foreign 
and domestic commerce.”

Pf HARLES A. HOFSTETTER came to New York from his native Switzerland early in 1919 as an 
w undergraduate student of economics and a brand new second lieutenant of the Swiss army 
engineers. He acquired his first practical experience in foreign trade when he worked for the 
Official Swiss Shipping Office and later in the Foreign Department of the National City Bank 
under the celebrated Wilbert Ward. In his spare time he continued his studies at Columbia 
University. In 1920 he returned to Switzerland to complete his studies and, two years later, obtained 
the degree of doctor of economics magna cum laude from the University of Berne. In 1923 he 
came to Chicago and has lived there ever since, except for three years spent in Washington 
during World War II. After putting in one year with Marshall Field & Co., Chicago's famed 
department store, he decided to make his life work in the export field and successively served 
the Sunbeam Chemical Co., the Spengler-Loomis Manufacturing Co. and the Ace Fastener Corp. as

private business, if given the necessary 
incentive, can do a better job with less 
waste than the Government spending the 
taxpayer’s money. To provide this incen- 
tive, income from foreign sources should 
be taxed only in the country in which it 
is earned. This would make fully effective 
any tax incentives offered by countries 
most in need of investment capital, thus 
making Government foreign aid unneces- 
sary on all but those projects which are 
clearly outside the sphere of private busi- 
hess. 

Notwithstanding the advantages of for- 
eign investment in the form of foreign 
manufacturing operations, it can never be 
a substitute for trade, from the national 
point of view. This is so because foreign 
investment would lose much of its attrac- 
tion if either profits or capital or both 
could not be repatriated with reasonable 
freedom. And the principal vehicle for 
the movement of capital is trade. 

While manufacturing in a foreign mar- 
ket may be a desirable objective from the 
standpoint of an individual company, con- 
ditions should always be such that trade, 
that is exports from the United States, can 
be used as the opening wedge in a new 
market. This presupposes a degree of 
freedom in trading enjoyed at this time 
by only a small number of countries and, 
in consequence, a great deal of work re- 
mains to be done before world trade can 
flow freely and in significantly increased 
volume. Working toward that goal are 
the group of nations, including the 
United States, joined together in the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and Trade

HE YEAR 1957 broke all previous rec- 

ords both in value and tonnage of cargo 
moved through the Pert of New Orleans, 
according to figures announced by W. D. 
Roussel, president of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the Port. Export-import tonnage 
at New Orleans reached 11,342,000 tons in 
1957, Roussel estimated. In 1956 cargo 
totaled 9,968,000 tons. Dollar vaiue of car- 
goes handled soared to an estimated $1,- 
935,000,000 in 1957, compared with $1,602,- 
000,000 for the previous year. Ship arrivals 
at New Orleans in 1957 totaled 333, up 
341 from the 1956 figure of 3992. Roussel 
said that “in virtually every category the 
Port scored impressive gains over the year 
1956, which was a record-breaking year 
itself.” Import tonnages were down slightly 
from 1956 levels, but exports in 1957 
jumped well above 1956 figures to account 
for the Port's banner year: 

1957 exports, $1,351,000,000; imports $584,- 
000,000; total, $1,935,000,000. 

1956 exports, $1,012,000,000; imports $590,- 
000,000; total, $1,602,000,000. 

At the public grain elevator, shipments 
soared to an all-time high of 94,718,000 
bushels, exceeding 1956 trade by more than 
10 million bushels. It is expected when 
final figures are tabulated that New Orleans 
unloaded for export over 100,000 carloads of 
merchandise during 1957. Totals for the 
first 10 months showed a 12.1% increase 


over the preceding year. This is an impor- 
tant barometer for measuring a port's ac- 
tivity, Roussel pointed out. New Orleans 
unloads one car for every 7.14 unloaded in 
the U. S.; Baltimore, one out of 13.4; Hamp 
ton Roads, one out of 17.0; San Francisco, 
one out of 17.6; Los Angeles, one out of 
18.5. In individual commodities, U. 8S. De- 
partment of Commerce figures for the 
months January through June, 1957—the 
latest period for which figures are avail 
able—show New Orleans leads the nation 
in the export of corn, raw cotton, soybeans 
and wheat flour. It is second in export of 
construction machinery. During the same 
period New Orleans stood first in the im- 
port of sugar, burlap and bagging and 
molasses. It ranked second in the import 
of bananas and coffee

(GATT), and in the International Mone- 
tary Fund. By lowering trade barriers, 
both tariffs and quantitative controls over 
imports, the foundation is being laid for 
making more and more currencies con- 
vertible, that is freely exchangeable for 
other currencies. And this is the all-im- 
portant step toward the creation of a 
multilateral trading system. Under such 
a system, which we take for granted in 
the forty-eight sovereign states of these 
United States, anybody can sell anything 
in any of the participating countries and 
in turn can buy anywhere through the 
simple process of converting his money 
into the required currency. 

This entire development hinges on in- 
ternational cooperation and agreements, 
and participation of the United States is 
a sine qua non for its ultimate success. 
For the past ten years this participation 
has been made possible under the provi- 
sions of the Trade Agreements Act, our 


basic trade law since 1934. 

Congress will shortly consider whether 
it will extend this act for at least five 
years, as recommended by the Adminis- 
tration, giving the President additional! 
authority and bargaining power to ne- 
gotiate the lowering of trade barriers on 
a selective and reciprocal basis. The Con- 
gress should also pass a law authorizing 
participation of the United States in the 
Organization for Trade Cooperation 
(OTC), designed to facilitate the opera- 
tion of the GATT. 

It is impossible to overestimate the im- 
portance of the decision to be made by 
the Congress in connection with the Trade 
Agreements Act, and that is why the 21st 
Chicago World Trade Conference, to be 
held in the Palmer House on February 
27-28, has developed its program around 
the theme “1958—World Trade’s Year of 
Decision.”

Law § ), Ssth Congress, approved May 14, 1957, amended the Act of December 

5, 1942, as amended (50 U. 8S. C. 846 and 847) to extend the effective period of the Act 
through June 30, 1959, and to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to prescribe by 
regulation, limitations on the importation of alcoholic beverages and tobacco products 
under the free entry privileges of the Act It is deemed in the public interest to exclude 
alcoholic beverage ind nontaxpaid American cigarettes exported under the provisions 
of section 5704 of the Internal Revenue Code from such privileges. To prescribe these 
limitations and t ndicate the extension of the period of the free entry privileges, section 
54.3 of the Custom Regulations is amended as follows 

The term armed forces is capitalized wherever it appears. Paragraph (a) is

(a) Under the Act of December 5, 1942, as amended (50 U. S. C. App. 846,’ 847), 
collectors of customs shall afford entry free of duty, internal-revenue taxes, and 
customs charges and exactions, except as provided below, to bona fide gifts from 
members of the Armed Forces of the United States on duty outside the continental 
limits of the United States to the extent of $50 in value in any shipment if the gifts 
were purchased in or through authorized agencies of the Armed Forces of the United 
States or in accordance with regulations prescribed by the major geographical com- 
mands of the United States Armed Forces. The privileges of free importation shall 
not apply to alcoholic beverages or to nontaxpaid American cigarettes exported 
under the provisions of section 5704 of the Internal Revenue Code. [T.D. 54499.]

tion with the entry satisfactory evidence that the articles for which free entry is claimed were purchased 
in or through authorized agencies of the Armed Forces of the United States or in accordance with 
egulations prescribed by the major geographical commands of the United States Armed Forces, and are 
bona fide gifts from a member of the Armed Forces of the United States on duty outside the continental 
limits of the United States.""

MANUFACTURES) WAIVED UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS 


T.D. 54380 amended Part 8 of the Customs Regulations to provide in connection with 
customs invoices covering articles manufactured from cotton for the attachment of cus- 
toms Form 5517 Annex to Special Customs Invoice (for Cotton Manufactures), or in 
substantially that form, describing the articles in accordance with the supplement to 
Schedule A entitled Statistical Requirements for Reporting Imports of Cotton Manu- 
factures 

The Bureau of the Census has agreed that the use of Form 5517 is unnecessary in 
connection with entries of articles which are not manufactures of cotton though classi- 
fied by similitude t ‘ on. There is agreement also that Form 5517 is unnecessary in 
onnection with entr of products which are not in chief value of cotton for which 
separate commodity classifications are provided in the supplement to Schedule A, such 
is “waterproof cloth containing or coated with India rubber, in chief value of vegetable 
fiber other than cotton (commodity No. X651300), “tracing cloth, chief value other than 
cotton” (commodity Ne X653000), et« 

Although importers under these circumstances are relieved as well from the require- 
ment of filing two extra copies of the entry form, nevertheless they should continue to 
describe and classify all such articles on the import entries in terms of the supplement 
to Schedule A 

In the case where the shipper consistently follows the practice of preparing invoices 
for articles manufactured from cotton to reflect in substantially the form required the 
Schedule A information as prescribed in T.D. 54380, the inclusion of Form 5517 as an 
attachment is unnecessary. The importer in this case is not relieved though from filing 
the entry for: in quintuple when it is a dutiable entry. (C/L Neo, 3014.)

HARDBOARD FROM CANADA AND THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA—The Trea 
sury Department has instructed Customs field officers to discontinue the withholding of 
appraisement of entries of hardboard from Canada and from the Union of South Africa 
and to process entries of such merchandise without regard to any question of dumping 
Withholding of appraisement had been announced in these cases because of suspected 
dumping in August, 1957 

The Treasury instructions were issued after notification by the United States Tariff 
Commission of two unanimous cpinions stating that the domestic industry producing 
hardboard is not being, and is not likely to be, injured by reason of the importation « 
hardboard from the two countries. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF REFORM HEARINGS SLATED 


The Tariff Commission announced that beginning March 4 it will begin publi 
ings on the first stage of its four-year study to telescope and modernize United 
tariff schedules. 

“These hearings will be principally for the purpose of receiving informatio: 
views regarding the probable effect upon domestic industries concerned of the in« 
changes in rates of duty which are involved in the draft schedules,” the commission s: 

As directed by Congress in the 1954 Customs Simplification Act, the commission is t 
recast tariff schedules to “eliminate anomalies and illogical results in the classification 
of articles.”” Congress wanted a tariff lineup that reflected changed conditions of trads 
from the days of 1930 when the present schedules were drawn 

The March hearings are being set to consider the draft of proposed Schedule I, en- 
titled “Animal and Vegetable Products.” The commission also issued its draft of Sched- 
ule I 
In all, the revamped system will be comprised of eight schedules and one appendix 
in contrast with the existing 15 schedules 

An example of the schedule consolidation proposed is presented in the draft of Sched 
ule I. A number of inedible vegetable and animal oils now listed in the chemicals schedul« 
would be removed to Schedule I as an “animal or vegetable” product. Also, hides and 
skins, currently classed as a sundry in the “miscellaneous” schedule, would be placed in 
Schedule L 

The 1954 customs simplification bill originally gave the Tariff Commission two years 
to complete the schedule overhaul. The project had to be extended last year to a March 
1, 1958, deadline, and since USTC appears to be running late again, it presumably will 
have to request another extension

NEW SCHEDULE B BECOMES EFFECTIVE JANUARY I, 1958 


Effective January l, 1958, Schedule “B”" commodity classification code numbers 
required on Shipper’s Export Declarations will be shown in the 1958 edition of Schedule B. 
The 1952 edition of Schedule B, with amendments (including the October 1956 reprint), 
will be obsolete after December 31, 1957 

The 1958 edition of Schedule B will show 5- rather than 6-digit code numbers. With 
this change it will be readily apparent to Collectors of Customs whether or not the new 
1958 Schedule B has been used in preparing Shipper'’s Export Declarations as it should be 
for shipments made after December 31, 1957.
